VANCOUVER, Nov. 28.—“I feel 
very gratified that the electors 
have chosen to endorse the Lib- 
eral platform and confirm the 
new cabinet,” Premier T. D. Pat- 
tullo said today following yester- 
day's deferred elections in Van- 
couver Centre and Victoria for 
the British Columbia legislature. 
The government won four out of 

six seats and elected two cabinet 
ministers. “It will strengthen our 
hand in the representations we 
make to Ottawa,” tt premier add- 
ed. 

Hon. John Hart, minister of fin- 
ance, was elected in Victoria, and 
Hon. Gordon Sloan, attorney-gen- 
eral, in Vancouver Centre.

NOTHING TO OFFER 

Mr. Al. Smith has joined the hammer chorus 
recruited by the bankers, says he doesn't want 
any “baloney dollars,” and is opposed to the 
Roosevelt money policy. Aside from saying so 
in his picturesque East Side vocabulary, it is 
not apparent from the despatches that he has 
added much to the discussion. In which respect 
his contribution to the cause of “sound” money 
stagnation and unemployment is*not notably 
different from those of his associates on both 
sides cf the international boundary. 

For in both countries the “sound” money 
oracles are content to be oracles; they assert 
with the finality of omniscience, but they do not 
condescend to explain, much less to reason. 
They are rich in condemnation, but bankrupt 
of suggestions. Inflation, they say, would be 
dangerous; revaluation of money still more 
dangerous; a managed currency dangerous be- 
yond hope; a commodity dollar the ticket to 
ruin; the redemption of interest-bearing bonds 
with legal tender money a sure sign of national

insanity. Their code bristles with “don'ts”, 
“mustn’ts” and “can’ts”. 

But when it comes to alternatives, the antis 
are dumb. They have nothing to offer to off- 
set unemployment but the dole; nothing to 
propose for reviving business but that we wait 
and see if Providence or chance will not right 
matters; for the victim of deflation nothing to 
recommend but that he “tighten his belt.” De- 
pressions, they nonchalantly tell us, always have 
been, and always will be; therefore it is use- 
less to try to do anything to prevent them; such 
attempts, if not actually sacreligious, would be 
flying in the face of “immutable laws” of 
economics, which laws the oracular ones neglect 
to state. 

“We stand,” say the “sound” money apolog- 
ists, “for experience, not experiment.” They 
must be gluttons for punishment. If the experi- 
ence of the last three years is the best they 
have to offer suffering humanity, they may as 
well reconcile themselves to the fact that some 
large scale experimenting is going to be done in 
the management of money, in Canada as well 
as in the United States. A hungry world is not 
to be satisfied with a diet of “can’ts.”

The Passing Show

It’s rather a pity that Al Smith sulked in 
his tent at the time of the Roosevelt nomination 
and didn’t make up his mind to help until he 
saw that his rival was likely to reach the White 
House. It makes it difficult for folks in western 
Canada to know whether Al had just been 
biding his time for the banking gentlemen to 
assail Roosevelt on his monetary policy, to put 
in his Brutus stab, or whether the kaleidoscopic 
gentleman with the brown derby and the 
Bowery accent who pinch hits as manager of 
the Empire State Building and editor of the 
New Outlook, really believes that the reduced 
gold content dollars issued against the national 
wealth of United States are “baloney dollars,” 
and that the prosperity of the American people 
would be better assured by a reduced issue of 
all-gold dollars. 

A precise knowledge of the volume and 
character of Al Smith's personal fortune 
amassed on the sidewalks of New York—with 
intervals as Mayor of the city and Governor of 
the State of New York—would help one to 
assess whether Al's attack on his political chief 
is born of (a) political spleen; (b) realization 
that it will reduce the value of his personal 
fortune, or (c) sincere muddy-mindedness. 

The rich men and bankers who are uphold- 
ing the cause of “sound money,” i.e., the deflat- 
ed and scarce dollar with dishonestly swollen 
purchasing power, will rejoice at Al Smith's 
accession to their ranks. Roosevelt doesn't think 
his defection worth taking public notice of. 


In the course of some general reading on 
chemistry, I came across in the past few days 
an odd and thought-provoking angle of the gold 
question—though I think H. G. Wells dealt with 
it many years ago when the question had little 
public interest, in his “The World Set Free.” 

I'd been reading H. Stanley Redgrove's 
“Alchemy—Ancient and Modern.” Redgrove is 
a well-known English chemist and a recognized 
authority on industrial gases, experimental 
mensuration and the calculation of thermo- 
chemical constants. He had been impressed 
with the modern results in radio-activity. It is 
now newspaper knowledge that radio-activity 
has its origin in changes in the nucleus of the 
radium atom. (The nucleus of an atom is its 
electro-positive centre, round which the nega- 
tive free electrons revolve like planets round 
asun. The difference in character between one 
element and another is caused by the difference 
in the number of electrons in the atom). 

Not only is it proved that particles of 
lithium can be transmuted into hydrogen by 
high electric discharge (which splits off an 
electron from the lithium atoms) but that 
uranium slowly transmutes itself into radium, 
and that the discharge of radium rays is part of 
the slow transmutation of radium into lead. 


In face of this alchemy of Nature, chemists 
like Redgrove retain an open mind on the 
assertions of mediaeval alchemists like van Hel- 
mont and Helvetius, who tell how with the aid 
of a piece of the so-called Philosophers Stone, 
they transmuted lead into gold. Helvetius’ de- 
tailed account of his scepticism—of his stealing 
a particle of the yellow stone from the Stran- 
ger and his test failure until the Stranger told 
him to enclose it in wax, of his test after the 
Stranger failed to keep his appointment and his 
amazement when the six drachms of lead in the 
crucible turned into the finest gold for which 
the goldsmith offered to pay fifty florins an 
ounce—is too long for quoting. 

His second experiment before the Master of 
the Mint (Helvetius was physician to Prince 
W@iham of Orange) was merely to prove the 
quality of the gold. He tells how it was mixed 
with silver and beaten into thin plates and 
tested with nitric acid. The nitric acid dissolves 
the silver and the gold sinks to the bottom as 
a black powder. Helvetius tells that when he 
melted the black powder “we thought at first 
that one-half of the gold had evaporated: after- 
wards we found this was not the case, but that 
on the contrary, two scruples of the silver had 
undergone a change into gold.” 

Redgrove, commenting on this, and Helve- 
tius’ account of his three further tests with 
antimony in which two further scruples of sil- 
ver were converted into gold, says “Testimony 
such as this warns us not to be too sure that 
a real transmutation has never take place. On 
the whole, with regard to this question, an 
agnostical position appears to be the more 
philosophical.” 


In the face of the transmutations of lithium 
that have taken place recently, and the trans- 
mutations of the uranium-lead series that are 
always taking place, it isn’t outside the bounds 
of probability that a chemist some day will 
stumble on a way to transmute one of the 
commoner elements into gold. 

Redgrove himself points out some of the 
ways by which it might be accomplished, once 
the method of controlling radio-active change 
is discovered. He points out that the expulsion 
of two alpha-particles from the nucleus of 
bismuth or of one from thallium, would yield 
the desired result. 

Another possible way of transmuting lead 
into gold, he suggests, would be by the expul- 
sion of one alpha-particle, turning the lead into 
mercury, and this into thallium by the expulsion 
of a beta-particle from the mercury nucleus, 
after which the further expulsion of an alpha- 
particle from the thallium would turn it into 
gold. 

Whenever an economic way of making gold 
from bismuth, or thallium or mercury or lead is 
discovered, what a wonderful thing it will be 
for the “sound money” supporters. They could 
go around with their belts loaded down with 
gold coins, like the unfortunate miner in the 
wreck of the Islander who sank while trying to 
swim ashore weighted down with a belt packed 
with gold dust. But then, when gold is worth 
little more than lead or mercury, where will 
the worth behind the dollar come from? 

Will civilization perish and the whole fabric 
of exchange come crashing to the ground? Will 
farmers have to hoard their grain, manufac- 
turers their wares and workers their appetites 
—on a larger scale than at present—because 
gold had lost its value? 

Or will money still have its worth because 
the wealth and integrity of the nation is be- 
hind its promise to exchange values—added to 
by reason of the circumstance that millions of 
able-bodied men now laboring in creeks and 
underground and searching in the outermost 
places of the earth for the useless yellow grains,

What Does Heartburn 
Mean?

Heartburn is a symptom which means that 
something is wrong with the stomach, not the 
heart. Heartburn develops after eating and 
refers to a burning sensation at the top of the 
stomach, which may rise upward along the 
tube through which food en- 
ters the stomach. Since the 
top of the stomach is close to 
the heart, it may appear that 
the trouble is a burning in 
the heart region, which is the 
reason for the name, heart- 
burn. 

Since heartburn is a diges- 
tive disorder, a patient with 
a severe attack will also have 
other signs of indigestion, 
particularly large amounts of 
stomach gas, hyper-acidity, 
some nausea or a sick feeling 
at the pit of the stomach,

and there will rise into the throat a sour, bitter, 


watery fluid called water brash. Palpitation 
or too raipd beating of the heart is usually 
present, due to the large pocket of gas at the 
top of the stomach, which presses against the 
heart. The rapid pounding of the heart 
frequently misleads the patient into believing 
he has heart trouble, which is not true. 

Some people suffer from heartburn only 
occasionally, others may have it after every 
meal; in the latter case, heartburn indicates 
hyper-acidity of the stomach and some degree 
of stomach inflammation. At this stage heart- 
burn is curable, although the treatment takes 
more time than when the trouble is just start- 
ing. Heartburn should always be corrected 
before some more serious complaint develops 
such as ulcer of the stomcah or severe stomach 
inflammation. 

Heartburn is a sign that you are not eating 
properly. The most common causes are: eating 
too much, using wrong food combinations, eat- 
ing in too much of a hurry or when nervous 
and excited, and eating highly seasoned foods. 
The foods most likely to bring it on are the 
starches, as faulty digestion of starchy food is 
often responsible for the production of excessive 
amounts of stomach gas. 

The quickest way to secure permanent relief 
is to use nothing but water for several days, to 
keep the stomach well washed. This will re- 
lieve the gastritis or inflammation of the 
stomach which may be present, and you are to 
use one glassful of water every half hour dur- 
ing the day and any time during the night that 
you may happen to be awake. You will be 
pleasantly surprised to note how rapidly the 
annoying burning is relieved during this period 
when the digestive organs are resting. While 
you are taking the water, it is necessary for 
you to use one enema each day. 

After a few days of this water washing of 
the stomach, when the heartburn has been 
overcome, you may return to a well-balanced 
diet. You should be especially careful of your 
food combinations. When using starchy foods, 
take them at a meal when no meat is served 
and use starches in very limited amounts. Keep 
your meals as simple as possible, and do not 
take more than four different foods at any 
one meal. Eat slowly and chew your food well. 

As a temporary measure for relieving heart- 
burn, it ig sometimes helpful to use a small 
amount of soda in water, or you may take a 
glassful of warm water every fifteen minutes 
until all distress is relieved. In severe cases, 
wring towels out of hot water and apply over 
the region of the stomach. But for the perman- 
ent removal of heartburn the most important 
thing for you to do is to use the right diet. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. David W. asks: “What would 
cause my knees to creak and grind as though the 
kneecap were terribly dry? What treatment would 
you suggest for this?” 

ANSWER: The creaking and grinding of the 
knees simply denotes the lack of synovial fluid, and 
this condition can usually be corrected through the 
use of the proper diet and exercise, 

QUESTION: Mrs. Della U. asks: “Is sulphur, 
used in the drying of fruits, injurious to one's 
health? How can it be removed? Why is sulphur 
used for this purpose?” 

ANSWER: It is better to use fruits which have 
not been prepared by sulphur fumes, as this method 
often leaves the fruits containing some sulphuric 
acid which is injurious. Most dried fruits are not 
prepared in this manner at the present time. The 
sulphur was formerly used to kill the worms and 
eggs which might be in the fruit, and also for 
bleaching purposes.

Editor Bulletin:;—The oppo-

What is the use of education 
if an increasing number of men 
must tbe put to breaking 
stones? What is the use of our 
science if the plenty which it 
has made possible for all, is to 
be destroyed and we are to 
live or exist in scarcity? 

Here is but one remedy, 
Hitherto we have thought only 
of production, having reached 
the stage of potential plenty we 
must study consumption, In- 
stead of financing purely for 
production we must finance

ROME, Nov. 28—Premier Musso- 
lini all but abolished the employ- 
ment of women in public offices in 
an order issued yesterday demand- 
ing that the number of feminine 
workers in many state offices be 
limited to five per cent of the total 
number of workers on the payrolls 

This limitation applies to state, 
provincial and communal offices 
and to state financial concerns. In 
“inferior” forms of employment— 
which referred principally to tele- 
phone operators—women may num- 
ber 20 per cent of the total. 

The order added force to the 
effort Il Duce has been making to 
induce the fair sex to tend house 
and raise families. 

Employment in schools and hos- 
pitals was not affected by the 
order.

Mr. David Ross w,ho spent some 
time doing mining engineering in 
Africa, gave an interesting address 
at the meeting of the Engineering 
Students Society, Friday. Mr. Ross 
spoke on “Native Labor in Centra! 
Africa” and pointed out many pec- 
uliar customs and conditions there 
The manual labor is done almost 
entirely by blacks. whose intellig- 
ence varies according to the tribe 
from which they came. Some are 
efficient at highly specialized tasks 
such as typing and filing. Those of 
war-like tendencies are delegated 
“bosses,” and the labor is made more 
effitient by keeping each “boy” at 
one particular piece of employment. 
Native recruiting officers are used 
to hire labor and each receives five 
pounds for every native delivered to 
the mines. Natives are now en- 
couraged by the company to go 
Straight to the mine to avoid pay- 
ment of the five pound fee. The 
native is given accommodation by 
the employer and are divided into 
compounds since tribal rivalry is 
very bitter, The compound police 
attempt to keep discipline. Twenty 
shillings per month is paid for un- 
derground labor, and six to seven- 
teen for that above ground. Wages 
are less for intermittent labor

In advocating substitution of cash 


relief for the system at present in 
vogue, speakers pointed out that 
cost of administration of the cash 
would be but a fraction of the pre- 
sent cost and further, that relief so 
obtained, would be spent in the city 
where it was needed. It was claimed 
that the relief kitchen now in op- 
eration was of little, if any benefit 
to the business men. 

The meeting heard much critic- 
ism of the relief kicken and expres- 
sion was given to the thought that 
despite any report to the contrary, 
the single unemployed were not 
satisfied with mass feeding. It was 
claimed that they resented “being 
herded together like so many cat- 
tle to be fed at the community 
kitchen.” 

The meeting drew up a list of 
demands, part of them being as fol- 
lows: 

“All kitchen help must pass medi- 
cal inspection. Help to be paid at 
the prevailing trade union rate of 
wages for such work. More varitey 
in food, The kitchen to be open for 
serving of meals for six hours in- 
stead of four every day and that 
erockery instead of enamel dishes 
be used and that tobacco be issued 
io those who desire it.”

The whole of Canada, he contin- 
ued, had benefited by the western 
wheat pools as these organizations 
had given greater buying power to 
farmers. 

S°PLIES NATIONALLY 

The London wheat agreement, al- 
lotting an export quota to each 
wheat producing country, was far 
preferable to “the rugged, individ- 
ualistic, wmrestricted competitive 
system,” of the wheat organization 
head said. The principle of co-op- 
eration could be applied as well to 
the national as to the international 
sphere 

“What we need in Canada is a 
Canadian plan, designed by and for 
Canadians and fitting in with the 
plans of other nations of the 
world,” he said. “Canada must con- 
tinue to provide leadership We 
must get away from the hit and 
miss system—though you can hard- 
ly call it a system—in agriculture.” 

According to Mr. Brouillette, the 
people who cantinue to attack the 
London wheat agreement “have 
nothing else to offer—there is no 
alternative.” The world is weary 
of the jungle law, the survival of 
the fittest. 

EUROPEAN SELF SUFFICIENCY 

Dean Clement told how European 
countries were working toward ag- 
ricultural self-sufficiency, Danuban 
countries were entering into com- 
petition with Canada’s wheat indus- 
try and Great Britain, through the 
British agricultural marketing act, 
was attempting to protect agricul- 
ture. 

In face of these movements, he 
emphasized Canada would have to 
become more self-sufficing 

A. H. Mercer, of Vancouver, man- 
ager of the Fraser Valley Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Association, declared the 
price of milk dropped from 72 cents 
to 40 cents per pound butter fat, 
when the courts ruled the British 
Columbia Dairy Products Sales Ad- 
justment Act levies were indirect 
taxation. Federal legislation, he de- 
clared was necessary if present dif- 
ficulties were to be removed 

R. H. Milliken, K.C., solicitor of 
the Canadian Wheat Pool, reviewed 
resolutions passed at the Regina 
Conference of Western Canada farm 
heads last year.
